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CHASING  THE 
GREEN  FAIRY 


/t  is  perhaps  the  most  misconceived  beverage  on  our  liquor  store  shelves.  French  poet  Arthur  Rimbaud  referred  to  absinthe  as 
“the  sagebrush  of  the  glaciers,”  and  a  multitude  of  fanciful  titles  have  been  bestowed  on  this  choice  drink  of  artists,  writers 
and  dilettantes.  However,  its  surge  in  popularity  —  from  its  beginnings  in  the  early  19th  century  to  its  minor  revival  at  the 
beginning  of  the  21st  —  has  left  the  cultural  mainstay  of  Oscar  Wilde,  Eduard  Manet  and  Baudelaire  in  a  heap  of  rags. 

“It’s  a  cocktail  of  terpenes,”  says  Greigh  Swain  of  the  startup  distillery  Whiteaker  Spirits.  “A  terpene  cocktail,  actually,  if 
you  make  a  cocktail  out  of  it.  It’s  all  these  essential  oils  from  all  of  these  plants.” 

Swain,  a  long  time  drinker  of  absinthe  (commercial  and  bootlegged,  domestic  and  imported)  and  Eugene  resident,  has  been 
in  the  process  of  starting  up  a  distillery  in  the  Whiteaker  for  the  past  few  years  —  but  an  absinthe  distillery  requires  a  lot  of  time, 
labor  and  fmancing.  There  are  a  handful  of  absinthe  distillers  in  Oregon,  but  the  two  most  revered  makers  of  la  fee  vert  on  the  West 
Coast  are  from  Washington:  Marteau  by  Gnostalgic  Spirits  in  Seattle,  and  Pacifique  by  Pacific  Distillery  in  Woodinville.  Both 
are  available  through  OLCC  liquor  stores.  —  = 

Most  traditional  absinthe  recipes  call  for  three  main  ingredients:  fennel,  anise  and  wormwood.  The  first  two  contribute  to  aroma 
and  flavor,  and  the  final  element  is  a  bittering  agent.  But  there  are  literally  hundreds  —  if  not  thousands  —  of  recipes  that  exist  for 
this  particular  digestif  (before  its  popularization,  absinthe  was  consumed  as  a  digestive  aid  for  those  meaty,  fatty  bourgeois  meals). 

Inarguably,  the  biggest  misconception  concerning  absinthe  is  the  issue  of  thujone.  Thujone,  a  compound  found  in  wormwood, 
is  allegedly  the  culprit  for  the  purported  hallucinations,  insanity  and  fairy-lore  surrounding  absinthe.  But  it  always  occurs  in  doses 
too  low  to  have  any  psychotropic  effect.  Rather,  it’s  the  combination  of  all  these  herbs  —  along  with  other  psychoactives  like  lemon 
balm,  hyssop,  Mellisa,  dittany  and  other  herbs  traditionally  used  in  witchcraft  and  magic  —  that  lends  a  very  subtle,  beautiful  change 
in  perception,  says  Swain. 

“I  like  to  call  it  rhapsodic,”  he  explains.  “I  feel  like  I  can  appreciate  music  and  poetry  better,  and  just  watching  the  wind  blow 
through  the  trees  feels  good.” 

“It  probably  plugs  the  neuron  receptors  for  opiates,  which  is  why  that  was  the  second  choice  when  people  couldn’t  get  opium,”  says 
Danae  Spencer,  a  friend  of  Swain’s  and  a  longtime  absinthe  drinker. 

Swain  takes  me  into  his  kitchen  and  pulls  from  the  top  cabinet  an  unlabeled  bottle,  half-filled  with  green  liquid  —  a  bootlegged  bottle 
from  a  local  absinthe  distiller. 

“The  whole  ritual  thing  with  the  fountain  and  the  sugar  cube,  it’s  a  marketing  ploy,”  he  says  as  he  pours  a  few  ounces  into  a  glass, 
then  slowly  decants  water  over  the  green  nectar. 

I  sip  it  down  to  the  last  few  ounces,  then  quaff  the  rest  lavishly.  Leaving,  trying  to  balance  on  my  bike,  Albert  Hoffman’s 
famous  bike  ride  comes  to  mind  —  it’s  really  nothing  like  that,  but  it’s  good. 

Absinthe  is  available  at  OLCC-regulated  liquor  stores,  as  well  as  various  Eugene  bars  and  restaurants  like  Marche,  The 
Rabbit  Bistro  and  Agate  Alley  Bistro.  —  Andrew  Hitz

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hen  I  was  teething  as  a  baby  my  mom  put  aquavit  on  my  gums  to  soothe 
the  pain.  Maybe  that’s  when  I  developed  a  taste  for  the  vodka-like,  herb- 
flavored  spirit. 

Danes  down  aquavit  —  usually  called  “snaps”  —  like  it’s  medicine.  Bellow  a  toast, 
bang  an  elbow  on  the  table  a  couple  times  and  pour  it  back.  Eat  some  pickled  fish;  drink 
some  beer;  repeat. 

The  liquor  connoisseurs  at  Izakaya  Meiji,  where  I  recently  encountered  the  Oregon- 
made  House  Spirits  Krogstad  Aquavit,  say  that  perhaps  the  reason  Danes  gulp  their 
aquavit,  instead  of  serving  it  in  stemmed  glasses  and  sipping  the  icy  liquid  more  gently,  is 
because  Danish  aquavit  isn’t  very  good.  They  gave  a  thumbs-down  to  the  Swedish  stuff 
too.  Norwegian  aquavit,  they  assure  me,  is  the  way  to  go. 

Aquavit  is  from  the  Latin  for  “water  of  life,”  in  case  you  were  wondering  how  seriously 
Scandinavians  take  drinking.  The  herbs  that  flavor  it  are  said  to  be  medicinal.  Caraway  is 
good  for  your  digestion.  Star  anise,  a  licorice-flavored  herb,  is  used  to  fight  swine  flu.  Dill, 
coriander  and  cardamom  are  also  used. 

Elliot  Martinez,  a  bartender  at  Meiji  and  popularly  known  as  the  editor  of  Booze  Week , 
served  two  aquavits  on  a  “flight  night”  in  February,  paired,  as  they  should  be,  with  fish  — 
locally  produced  white  anchovies.  Linie  Aquavit  is  made  in  Norway,  crosses  the  equator 
on  a  ship,  twice,  and  is  aged  in  sherry  casks,  Martinez  says. 

Krogstad,  however,  is  made  here  in  Oregon,  and  according  to  eponymous  maker 


Christian  Krogstad,  it’s  the  number-one  selling  aquavit  in  the  state,  beating  out  Aalborg, 
a  popular  Danish  aquavit.  While  I  defer  to  the  encyclopedic  beverage  knowledge  of  the 
gurus  behind  the  bar  at  Meiji,  I  argue  that  you  first  have  to  taste  Aalborg’s  Jubilaeums 
Aquavit  before  you  write  off  Danish  snaps  entirely.  Dill,  coriander  and  a  hint  of  star  anise 
flavor  this  golden-hued  drink,  and  beating  its  sales  in  a  state  liberally  sprinkled  with  Nordic 
types  is  no  easy  task. 

“My  family  is  Norwegian,  I  grew  up  with  not  only  aquavit,  but  the  food  that  goes  with 
it,”  Krogstad  says.  “It  makes  a  lot  sense  with  foods,  and  that’s  kind  of  how  it  started.” 

He  says  the  distillery  originally  “just  made  it  for  a  lark,”  but  soon  the  cool-kid  bartenders 
from  Portland  to  NYC  were  using  the  uniquely  flavored  liquor  in  cocktails.  “We  used  my 
name  because  we  aren’t  very  creative,”  Krogstad  laughs. 

“It’s  not  a  super-aggressive  flavor  like  you  get  from  most  gins,”  he  says.  “It’s  complex, 
but  smooth  and  balanced.  A  lot  of  people  are  using  it  to  make  something  that  would  be  a 
vodka  drink  and  make  it  more  interesting.” 

Krogstad  Aquavit  is  dominated  by  caraway  and  star  anise.  The  anise  gives  it  that  licorice 
flavor,  and  the  caraway,  Christian  Krogstad  says,  “is  very  complex  and  has  these  savory 
low  notes.” 

Some  local  liquor  stores  sell  aquavits,  including  Aalborg  and  Krogstad,  or  you  can  head 
to  Izakaya  Meiji  and  have  Martinez  or  another  creative  mixologists  pour  you  a  cold  shot  of 
snaps,  or  create  a  cocktail  with  a  distinctly  Scandinavian  flavor.  ■

“Goombay  Smash” 

The  Cooler  (20  Centennial  Loop) 

ONE  SHOT  CAPTAIN  MORGAN  RUM,  ONE  SHOT  BACARDI  1  51  RUM,  ONE  SHOT  COCKSPUR 
RUM,  ONE  SHOT  ANEJO  TEQUILA,  JUICY  GOODNESS,  MOSTLY  PINEAPPLE.  •  $8.50 
This  drink,  created  by  a  Cooler  regular  while  on  vacation,  could  have  been  your  Pirst  step 
down  the  road  to  annihilation.  It’s  juicy,  delicious  and,  by  the  time  you’re  done  with  it, 
you’ve  got  an  ass-kicker  oP  a  brain-Preeze  and  a  warm  internal  blanket  weaving  its  way 
between  your  cold  bones. 

“Smoking  Gun” 

Izakaya  Meiji  (345  Van  Buren) 

TWO  SHOTS  HIGHLAND  PARK  SCOTCH,  Y2  OZ.  FERNET-BRANCA  MINT  LIQUEUR, 
BITTERS,  HONEY  &  VANILLA  SIMPLE  SYRUP  •  (CUSTOM  PRICE) 

This  saucy  little  number  in  a  short  glass  is  dense,  delicious  and  rugged.  You  probably 
stopped  here  because  you  had  a  hankering  Por  a  whiskey  buzz  aPter  all  that  rum.  Craving 
satisPied. 

N.B.  Ask  Travis  to  mix  this  one  it  he’s  bartending;  he  pours  like  a  pro. 

“THE  weekly” 

Hot  Mama’s  Wings  (420  I N.  13th) 

ONE  SHOT  SNAKE  RIVER  STAMPEDE  WHISKEY,  ONE  LEMON,  SQUEEZED,  ONE  LIME, 
SQUEEZED,  GRENADINE,  SODA  WATER  •  $8 

Simply  put,  this  drink  is  the  shit.  It’s  whiskey  delicious,  and  the  most  chuggable  cocktail 
ever.  It’s  more  than  likely  you  downed  this  at  breakneck  speed  and  dipped  out  to  let  the  real 
madness  begin.  Though  it’s  possible  you  thought  it  was  so  great  that  you  stayed  and  drank 
another  two  to  Pive  oP  them,  again  at  speeds  rivaling  light  and  sound.  Beware,  this  beverage 
(named  in  honor  oP  nearby  patrons)  will  creep  on  you  —  making  its  presence  known  later. 

“MURDER  IN  BRENTWOOD” 

Highlands  Brew  Pub  (390  E.  40th) 

ONE  SHOT  SOUTHERN  COMFORT,  ONE  SHOT  ABSOLUT  RASPBERRY  VODKA,  ONE  SHOT 
ABSOLUT  MANDARIN  VODKA,  'h  CAN  RED  BULL.  •  $7 

The  name  pretty  much  says  it  all  ...  a  pulpy  massacre  in  a  glass  that  kicks  your  cheeks  in 
with  its  sweetness.  At  this  point,  you  probably  started  seeing  double  a  little  bit,  maybe 
made  a  dumb  joke  about  gloves  Pitting  or  not  Pitting,  and  then  stumbled  to  the  bathroom 
to  break  the  seal. 

“Spanish  Coffee” 

Old  Pad  (wastedly,  “Old  Pan”)  (3355  E.  Amazon) 

ONE  SHOT  BACARDI  151  RUM,  ONE  SHOT  KAHLUA,  V2  OZ.  TRIPLE  SEC  LIQUEUR,  2  OZ. 
BLACK  COFFEE,  WHIPPED  CREAM.  •  $6.75 

What’sthatonyourhat?Ohit’swhippedcreamTWKTSOOYA —  this  is  what  you  Pound  later, 
scrawled  on  the  palm  oP  your  hand.  This  drink  Pucked  your  shit  sideways.  Probably 
something  to  do  with  the  caPPeine. 


“IRISH  HOCKEY  PLAYER” 

Black  Forest  (50  E.  iith) 

JAMESON  IRISH  WHISKEY  (A  FUCK  TON),  MUDDLED  LEMONS,  MAPLE  SYRUP  •  $5 
Yes,  yes  and  yes.  This  was  a  strong  one;  it’s  hard  to  believe  you  were  still  coherent  enough 
to  keep  ordering. 

“MUTANT  MAI  TAI” 

Black  Forest  (50  E.  iith) 

ONE  SHOT  COCONUT  RUM,  ONE  SHOT  MANGO  RUM,  ONE  SHOT  PEACH  SCHNAPPS, 
MELON  LIQUEUR,  ORANGE  JUICE,  PINEAPPLE  JUICE.  •  $5 

This  was  probably  the  part  oP  the  night  where  you  leaned  all  oP  your  body  weight  on  your 
Priend’s  shoulder  —  elbow  Pirst  —  and  yelled  into  his  ear  something  like:  “It’s  green  like  a 
Pucking  ninja  turtle  and  dank  as  Puck!” 

“SWEET  TART” 

Horsehead  (99  W.  Broadway) 

ONE  SHOT  GRAPE  VODKA,  ONE  SHOT  CHERRY  VODKA,  CRANBERRY  SOUR  MIX,  LIME 
JUICE.  •  $6.75 

Likely,  you  stumbled  through  the  doors  oP  Horsehead  like  a  bull  in  a  china  shop,  knocking 
over  glasses  Pull  oP  swizzle  sticks  and  straws  as  you  approached  the  bar.  You  then 
requested  “the  strongest  cocktail  you  have,  please,”  and  proceeded  to  dance  heartily  right 
aPter  downing  the  thing,  proclaiming,  “I  dun-no  know  how  ta  holda  martina  glasss.”  These 
were  such  happy  times,  but  the  darkness  was  starting  to  set  in.

ONE  SHOT  BARENJAGER  HONEY  LIQUEUR,  ONE  SHOT  PEAR  BRANDY,  BLUE  DOG  MEAD, 
LEMON  JUICE,  GINGER.  •  $9 

Now  the  room  likely  started  spinning  violently.  Your  insides  churned  as  you  drunk  dialed 
someone.  What  the  Puck  did  that  drink  taste  like?  It  was  good;  that  much  you  know.  That’s 
all  you  know. 

“CUMBERJACK” 

Jackalope  Lounge  (453  Willamette) 

THREE  SHOTS  HENDRIX  RHUBARB  BITTERS,  CUCUMBER,  SIMPLE  SYRUP.  •  $7 
With  your  head  spiraling  wildly  out  oP  control,  your  grip  on  the  glass  loosening  as  you  Pall 
into  the  abyss,  you  probably  hit  your  head  very  hard  against  a  bar  stool  as  you  tumbled  to 
the  Ploor,  crawled  toward  the  nearest  shadow  —  in  this  case  the  table  you’re  under  now  — 
and  stared  up  at  the  gum  that  dots  the  ceiling. 


There  you  have  it.  Now  go  nurse  your  decrepid,  moribund  liver  back  to  health, 
toggle-muncher.  ■

How  I  learned  to  stop  worrying  and  love  tbe  bomb 

Portions  of  life  require  catalysts  as  extreme  as  the  trials  we  often  endure  — 
chemical  fuses  to  ignite  our  ambitions,  explosions  to  hurry  forth  the  entropy 
cycle.

I  was  skeptical  of  such  behavior,  though  not  above  it,  and  to  gain  a  true  understanding 
of  the  bomb  I  assembled  a  small  committee  to  investigate. 

This  coalition  of  the  willing  made  its  way  to  Cowfish  because,  while  places  such  as  The 
Old  Pad  and  Sushi  Ya  can  bust  out  the  ordinance,  the  Fish  has  a  wide  variety  of  bombs  in 
the  bay. 

“It’s  not  the  experienced  drinker  who  comes  in  and  orders  a  bomb,”  says  Patrick 
Campbell,  bartender  and  liquid  explosives  expert.  “It’s  usually  the  newer  bar  patrons,  or 
people  who  know  they  aren’t  interesting  in  general  and  are  looking  to  get  interesting  fast.” 

With  this  said,  the  investigation  continued  as  Campbell  presented  the  committee  with 
bombs  for  consumption  and  consideration,  two  of  which  managed  to  make  their  way  into 
my  own  personal  testimony.

THE  VEGAS  BOMB

In  the  end,  we  stopped  worrying  and  concluded  that  not  all  bombs  are  bad,  though 
the  people  who  drop  them  are  of  questionable  character  to  say  the  least.  Please  bomb

Ever  want  to  sip  a  white  Russian  in  a  bowling  alley  without  worrying  that  you’ll  end 
up  serving  6  months  in  Chino?  As  long  as  you  don’t  do  something  foolish,  like  expose 
yourself  to  an  8-year-old,  you  can  enjoy  what  you  want  at  Strike  City,  out  on  Highway  99.

Don’t  get  down  on  yourself  if  you  can’t  keep  all  those  strands  in  your  head;  if  you’re 
into  the  whole  brevity  thing,  you  can  just  be  a  nihilist  about  it  and  not  adhere  to  any  belief. 
“Every  restaurant  is  different;  every  bowling  alley  is  different,”  Scott  says. 

The  white  Russians  —  or  Caucasians,  if  you’re  a  fan  of  the  preferred  nomenclature  — 
are  just  about  perfect,  with  their  milky  softness  and  coffee  punch,  and  they  were  just  on  the 
right  side  of  strong  the  night  we  visited. 

Strike  City’s  Eric  Gilbert  says  having  a  bar  with  a  full  liquor  license  is  a  pretty  rare  thing. 
“We’re  the  only  one  I  know  of,”  he  says. 

Gilbert  says  that  right  now  specials  like  75-cent  tacos  on  Fridays  and  Saturdays  are 
the  most  popular,  but  he’s  looking  to  start  up  more  Lebowski-themed  events,  such  as  a 
night  with  drink  specials  or  special  deals  for  those  who  bowl  in  costumes  or  bathrobes.

In  the  meantime,  sipping  on  Caucasians  isn’t  the  only  way  to  celebrate  the  Duderino  at 
Strike  City.  Each  of  the  Spare  Room’s  burgers  is  named  for  a  character  in  the  movie  — 
Brandt,  Jeffrey,  Donny,  Hungus,  Maude,  Jackie,  Bunny  and  The  Sobchak  Slammer  —  and 
made  with  Ninkasi’s  Brew  Beef  Patties;  they’re  range-fed,  hormone  and  antibiotic-free  and 
finished  with  spent  grain  from  Ninkasi.  Does  beef  make  you  feel  like  you’re  out  of  your 
element?  Substitute  a  turkey,  chicken  or  garden  burger  for  free.  There’s  also  a  handmade 
free-range  buffalo  burger  for  $1.50  more. 

Still  think  having  liquor  in  a  bowling  alley  is  too  scandalous  for  Oregon?  Well,  that’s 
just,  like,  your  opinion,  man.  ■

Handling  your  bangover

hangover  story,  there  are  at  least  five  “known”  cures.  The  science  supporting 
most  remedies  is  shaky,  and  when  seeking  a  cure  it  really  comes  down  to 
personal  preference  as  well  as  individual  makeup.

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Vodka.  It's  an  old  standard  -  the 
Russians  down  it  with  breakfast, 
the  rich  housewives  of  West 
Chester,  Pa.,  slop  it  in  their  martinis  with 
lunch,  and  the  alco-jocks  chase  it  down  with 
Red  Bull  and  alco-pops  on  the  weekends. 

Out  in  Monroe,  Ore.,  the  fellas  at  Hard 
Times  Distillery,  LLC  have  been  concocting 
some  spirits  that  might  just  pull  vodka  back 
from  the  brink  of  typecast. 

Take  for  instance  their  unigue  blend 
of  vodka  and  wasabi,  aptly  named  "Green 
Geisha";  it's  an  acguired  taste  for  sure, 
though  not  as  spicy  as  one  would  think. 
Personally,  l'm  not  a  fan  -  but  knocking 
something  before  you've  tried  it  is  for  fools. 
Pure  wasabi  root,  neutral  grain  spirits  and 
Ouail  Ridge  spring  water  go  into  the  stuff, 
and  it  can  be  thrown  back  straight,  but  it's 
recommended  as  a  spike  for  martinis  and 
Bloody  Marys. 

Next  comes  Hard  Times'  basic  vodka  - 
though  not  so  basic,  as  reality  would  have 
it.  "Sugar  Momma"  is  naturally  sweet  vodka 
designed  to  be  hucked  in  a  glass  over  rocks 
and  sipped  delicately.  She  can  be  thrown 
into  any  sweet  vodka  drink  guite  easily,  too: 
lemon  drops,  caipirinhas,  vodka  alexanders, 
you  name  it. 

Hard  Times  Distillery  is  attempting 
to  revamp  the  old  school  moonshining 
aesthetic  while  creating  unigue,  acguired 
tastes  within  their  product  -  they've 
triumphed  in  both  fields.  ■
